BAD POLICY AND POOR LOGIC 


The, Journal is opposed to calling 
a Constitutional Convention, and ‘‘does 
not believe that ‘ platforms are made 
to catch votes’ in the offensive sense 
in which that term has been used,” 
and adds that “should the newly 
elected members of the Legislature 
vote contrary to their pledges it will 
not justify their action.” The Jour- 
nal thinks that if ‘‘in every county 
the platforms of the respective State 
Conventions were endorsed, then the 
legislators elected ought to vote in 
favor of a convention.” 

That seems to us to be very poor 
argument. If the State and county 
conventions made a mistake whien 
they sdopted the resolution favoring a 
Constitutional Convention, and the 
candidates for Legislative honors 
pledged themselves, if elected, to sup- 
port and cafry out the instructions 
given them by a nominating conven- 
tion, without giving the subject the 
thought and consideration so import-— 
ant a measure would seem to have de- 
manded, is it any reason why they 
should keep right on doing wrong, 
and voting away thousands of dollars 
of the people’s money for the purpose 
of holding a convention to change the 
fundamental law of the State, when 
the same ends can be accomplished, 
and the people saved a large sum of 
money by deing the work some other 
way? No one seems to know why the 
constitutional plank was adopted by 
either party, and no member elect of 
the Legislature seems to have any idea 
why he pledged himself to support 
such a plank. A great many of the 
candidates, when called upon to en- 
dorse the platform, got up without 

knowing what the platform meant 
at all, and mumbled off a line or 
two memorized for the occasion, 
and could not have said any- 
thing else if they had had a dispo- 
sition so to do. If the convention 
had adopted a plank ‘pledging the 
candidates to assist in hanging every 
man, woman and child in the State, 
there would have been quite a. large 
percentage of the candidates who 
would have said, “ Mr. Chairman, I 
cheerfully indorse your platform and 
will fill the office to the best of my 
ability. Thanking you, gentlemen,” 
etc,, without ever thinking what they 
had promised todo. Two wrongs do 
not make one right, and if the conven- 
tions were wrong it is no reason why 
the State’s law-making power should 
follow in their. wake and commit a 
more serious error. When the Legis- 
lature convenes let the matter be dis- 
cussed intelligently, and if it is found 
to be in the, best interest of the people 
to change, in its entirety, the organic 
law, let it Ba done; but, on the other 
hand, if it is Found to be cheaper and 
just as effective to correct existing 
wrongs by Amendment, let the mem- 
from a foolish pledge 
and vote for the measure best calcu- 
lated to remedy the evil at the least 
possible expense to the people.

DRESSED ‘BEEF. 

The dealers in New York dressed 
beef insist that the Chicago beef is in- 
ferior to theirs, that it is lighter and 
poorer in a great majority of instances, 
They affirm, however, that the beef, 
killed in Chicago is mainly Colorado 
beef, which is very high colored, and 
is bieached by the ice in the refrigerator 
cars so that it has a much more attrac- 
tive appearance than the same meat 
would have if killed here, which gives 
the dealers in it an unmerited advan- 
tage. About two-thirds of the beef 
sold in Boston now is Chicago dressed, 
as isthe greater part of that which 
goes to Baltimore and Washington. 
Large sbipments are alsu made to 
Liverpool and London, from Boston 
and Portland. The steamer Istria, for 
Liverpool, took aboard 16 car loads 
recently. A like amouat was taken 
by one steamer from Portland, Maine, 
afew days age. To supply all this 
enormeus demand one firm is at pres— 
ent slaughtering 1,200 to 1,500 cattle 
a day, all for consumption as fresh 
meat.

More About Garfield and Dorsey’s 
Friendship. 
WasuinerTon, Dec. 19. 

General Swain says Garfield’s friends 
will not be disturbed by the publica- 
tion of his letter to Dorsey. Garfield 
never wrote anything he cared to con- 
ceal. Dorsey renderej useful cam- 
paigo service and had marked ability, 
but those letters won’t help him. 
Dorsey withheld Garfields letter from 
Mentor disapproving the New York 
dinner. Dorsey succeeded in showing 
very conclusively that he was Gar- 
field’s intimate and trusted adviser 
during the past Presidential campaign. 
Naturally these documents have made 
a sensation in political circles, because 
it is not every day the public is al- 
lowed permission to take a peep be- 
hind the curtain and learn how cam- 
paigns are won. Over $100,000 were 
sent by Levi P. Morton to Dorsey for 
expenses of the campaign in Indiana, 
Dorsey even contributed $20,000. He 
was running up and duwn the coun- 
try advising with Garfield before the 
election and seeking to help him make 
up his Cabinet afterward. This sbow- 
ing, however, has no bearing upon the 
question of guilt or innocence in the 
star route cases. 


A Great Principle Involved in a 
Land Case. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 19. 


The Secretary of the Interior heard 
an argument to-day by counsel for the 
railroad in the case of the Atlantic & 
Pacific railway vs. Wilson. The ques- 
tion involved is whether in case of a 
private gland claim, confirmed by 
specific boundaries as finally surveyed 
and patented, which were embraced 


in the claim when pending before the 
department on a question of survey, 
are reserved from sale or disposal by 
the United States. Ina similar Case, 
recently decided, where the Sorthern 
Pacific road was a party, Secretary 
Teler reversed the decision of his 
predecessor, und reverted to the posi- 
tion taken by Schurz, namely: That 
such outside lands are subject to dis- 
posal by the government. «This case 
comes up on appeal from the Land 
Office, and although it immediately 
concerns only a few hundred acres in 
Santa Barbara county, Cal, yet the 
principle involved is regarded as of 
great importance, 


Conkling in Court. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 19. 
The appearance of Conkling in the 
Supreme Court-room to-day attracted 
a large crowd of visitors, including 


many ladies. As the Justice entered 
Conkling arose and made a graceful 
courtesy, which was acknowledged by 
the Chief Justice. The ex-Senator 
was the-recipient of many congratula- 
tions upon his improved appearance. 
The case of the county of San Mateo 
against the Southern Pacific Railroad, 
in which Conkling appears for defen- 
dant, was called later in the afternoon. 
The arguments of Conkling and Sena- 
tor Edmonds, were awaited with in- 
terest, as both were members of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee when the 
14th amendment was submitted to the 
people, and the constitutiovality of 
this amendment is now involved. 


Congressional — Pension Asked for 
an Admiral’s Widow — The Mo- 
doc War. 

WasuHIneTon, Dec. 20. 
Bills were introduced in the House 
to-day by Representatives Rosecrans 
and Berry to place on the pension 
rolls at $50 per month the widowgef 

Rear Admiral McDougal, who died in 

California. The pension 1s asked on 

the ground of the long service of her 

husband and her present poverty. 
Kepresentative Berry will endeavor, 

as soon as possible, to get the House 

to take up the bill to pay the State of 

California for expenses incurred by the 

State on account of the depredations 

during the Modoc war.- This bill 

passed the Senate last session, and is 
now on the Speaker’s table. 


The Duty on’ Tobacco. 
WasHINGTON, Dec. 20. 

In 1879 twenty pounds of Sumatra 
tobacco were imported to this country. 
During the first four months of the 
present fiscal year 400,000 pounds were 
imported. This tobacco is used ex- 
clusively for wrappers, and is said to 
be of such fine quality that one pound 
is equivalent to three of Connecticut 
leaf. The tobacco men here talk of 
asking for a higher duty than 35 cents 
per pound on leaf tobacco, and Kelly, 
of the Ways and Means committee, 
advises them to work for the abulition 

of the tax and increase of duty.

RAILROAD TAX CASES. 


A Portion of Rhodes’ Argument in 
the Supreme Court. 


Wasutxetos, Dec. 19. 

In the Supreme Court to-day Mr. 
Rhodes continued his argument as to 
the competency of the Legislature to 
discriminate between persons and 4 
quasi public corporation, For suffi- 
cient reasons the Legislature had de- 
cided that railroad property should 
not be divided, but should be assessed 
asa whole. The system of assessing 
property as a unit for income taxes 


and a division in other cases had pre- 
vailed, he said, from the organization 
of the Government down to the pres- 
ent.time. As to the averment of de- 
fendant that this discrimination against 
the corporation was in conflict with 
the 14th amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, Mr. Rhodes 
argued that the meaning of the 
phrase ‘‘of the laws” has not been 
clearly defined. The clause of the 
civil rights bill which hed been 
the basis of the 14th amendment 
provided for equal protection to per- 
son and property as was enjoyed by 
white persons, clearly showing it was 
intended to prevent discrimination 
against persons on account of color; 
so the methods of taxation were with- 
in ths power of theState. That pow- 
er existed from the very foundation 
of the government. It was strictly 
constitutional for the State of New 
York, or any other State, to raise rey- 
enue by its own methods, avoiding 
discriminations, as between citizens. 
It could, for instance, levy a tax upon 
the reserve tund of insurance com- 
panies, while not levying upon the re- 
serve fund of other companies, 

With regard to the averment of de- 
fendant that the State Board of Equal- 
ization had increased the possible 
value of the property of the railroad 
without notice te the company, Mr. 
Rhodes said that the time of making 
the assessment was fixed by law and 
no further notice was given in any 
case. It was nothing unconstitutional 
for the State to provide that after an 
assessor hud done his work there shall 
be an appeal to a Board of Revision. 
The time of meeting of the Board of 
Equalization was known to the com- 
pany aod no further notice was called 
for or should have been expected by 
the company. 


Two Blackmailers Checkmated. 
New York, Dec 20. \ 
Walter F. Shibley and Henry Kip- 
ling were arraigned in the Court of 
General Sessions yesterday and sent 
to the Tombs on a charge of theft 
and attempted blackmail. Shibley 
was aclerk for Wm. Sutpen, a law- 
yer, and represented himself to be a 
singie man. In the course of busi- 
ness Sutpen conveyed to him by deed, 
to be reconveved when a transaction 
closed, property to the value of $140,- 
000. %hibley also got possession of a 
certified check belonging to Sutpen 
for over $14,000, and with this and the 
deeds disappeared. Next day Kipling 
called on Sutpeno and offered to return 
the deeds for a consideration. A 
woman also appeared claiming to be 
Mrs. Shibley, wife of the missing 
man, and offered to release her dower 
in the property for a consideration. 
Detectives*were put on the case with 
the above results. 


Earthquake in New Hampshire. 
ConcorpD, N. H., Dec. 20. 

At 5:24 this evening one of the 
severest shocks of earthquake ever felt 
here occurred. The shock was much 
like a Reavy explosion and shook 
buildings, from which people rushed 
into the streets, traveled east and west, 
and was felt in Pittsfield four minutes 
later; also, at Great Falls, Manches- 
ter and other places. It lasted ten 
seconds,
